[nc., of Omaha for a review of Ne- 
braska state court decisions up- 
holding the claim of T. G. Inghram 
against the yards. 
Inghram 
had been a licensed 


dealer authrotzed to do a commis- 
sion business at the stockyards 
bgut~ his 
required 
bond to the 
stockyards company expired Feb 
2, 1934, and the company removec 
lim from, the list of approved 
dealers. 
Litigation arose from a dispute 
beginning Feb. 12, 1984, when 
Inghram 
demanded delivery of 
eight cattle. 
The stockyards re- 


fused, on the grounds that Inghram 
no longer was an authorized dealer 
because he had not renewed his 
bond, and therefore did not have 
proper credentials. Inghram was 
upheld thru state court procedure 
ending In affirmation by the state 
supreme court.

Lincoln. 
Mrs. Pierce explains that she 
was executrix of Father Sproll's 
estate and had charge of cash and 
securities amounting to $10,400 
When she turned the cash and se- 
curities, plus her own funds, over 
to Jurgensen. He promised, her 
f 
percent interest, she says, and sale 
he would put up as security 570 
shares of life insurance company 
stock, an ?18,000 life insurance 
policy and a personal note. The pe 
tition states Jurgensen later pu 
up 430 shares of life insurance 
company atock, but returned ant 
obtained it, explaining he expecte< 
to trade it for some other stock 
Mrs. Pierce 
charges 
Jurgensen 


with failing to put up any insur 
ance policy for security, and de 
clarcs that after repeated threat 
of suits she obtained $3,500 wortt 
of securities and $1,000 in casl 
from Jurgensen. 


Meanwhile, she states, she wa 


compelled to make good the $10, 
400 she gave Jurgensen from th 
Father Sproll estate. Mrs. Pierc 
is 60 years old.

ance as to the quality of milk and 
provides a regular check on pas- 
teurisation. The phosphataae test 
is the same A* now being used at 
Omaha which cauiwd charges that 
some Omaha dairies were mifllead- 
tnjf In their statement* In regard 
to pMteurication, 


Kohler pointed out that equip 


ment has been developed which 
makes it possible for a field in 
spector to check pasteurization in 
the plant. This will be done here, 
he said. 
The dairy inspector said 
that his workers are checking the 
milk supply every week now for 
bacterial content. These weekly 
checks were inaugurated March 1. 
Previous to that, tests had been 
made every 15 days. 


Russell B. Willard, chief chemls^ 


of the state bureau of dairies, said 
that pasteurization tests are not 
being carried on at present by his 
bureau. "Just now," he said, "we 
are working on cleaning- up of the 
supply of milk from the producer." 
He intimated that, wherever pos- 
sible, he Is leaving pasteurization 
testa up to the city health depart- 
ments, because "we do not like to 
interfere with their program*,"

draw East's last trump. Unfortunate- 
ly East had discarded his singleton 
diamond on the thirteenth club and 
now could ruft the diamond lead 
From Maine and California, not to 
mention in-between points, poured in 
the reproaches. "It was all very 
well," the average letter said, ' t o 
praise West's defense, but wjiy did 
you not point out that declarer had 
ployed like a nitwit, that all he had 
to do on the thirteenth club was dis- 
card a diamond from dummy, ruff in 
his own hand, lead to the heart queen, 
drawing East's last trump, lead a dia- 
mond back to his ace, dropping the 
jack, and then finesse against the 
queen?"

was based on the fact that, not being 
gifted with an abnormally long neck, 
or second sight, he did not know that 
he could flay the diamond suit with- 
out losing a trick.' 
Had he known 


that East's diamond jock was blank 
he baldly would have gone through 
an elaborate semi-stripping process. 
All he would have had to do was 
take out the trumps, lead the dia* 
mond ace, and push the eight spot 
through West. In this way he could 
have made all thirteen tricks without 
even taking the club finesse! 
I am afraid that my critics were a 


bit hasty. The declarer's play was 
excellent! From his point of view it 
appeared vital to get rid of a dia- 
mond from his own hand. When the 
thirteenth club was led declarer would 
have been balmy to have refused to 
ruff in dummy while discarding his 
losing diamond! How could he tell 
that East could get rid of his only 
diamond and ruff the next lead?

Peace Advocate Tells 600 


Arms, Aims, and Allies 


Shaping for War. 


"What is the war situation to- 


day?" 
Paul Harris, 
nationally 
known peace advocate, rhetorically 
asked nearly 600 peace minded 
Lincolnites .Sunday night at a 
mass meeting at First Plymouth 
church which closed a week of 
peace meetings here. 
"The situation is the same as in 
1916," Harris answered. Recalling 
that 251 months ago in April, 1917, 
America entered the World war, 
Harris declared, "we are con- 
fronted by the same pre-war pic- 
ture today. 
The government is 
presenting us with the arms, the 
aims and the allies for a foreign 
war."The arms, he pointed out, are 
supplied in the super navy propo- 
sals now in congressional commit- 
tee. Citing testimony of navy men, 
Harris asserted that no such navy 
is needed to defend our shores or 
seas bulj only "if we are going to 
police the world." 


"The 
alms are strangely similar 
to those of 1916," he declared iron- 
ically. 
The same sacred things 


are being held up for us to save— 
peace, democracy and the sanctity 
of treaties. Yet these very aims 
were proven in 1918 to be impos- 
sible of realization by war, Harris 
declared.

Ing of ''America," Rev. Raymond 
A. McConnell, Plymouth pastor, 
opened the meeting with a prayer. 
After explaining the aims of the 
Lincoln peace council, Robert B. 
Elrocl, 
council president, intro- 


duced Leon

secretary, and Harris, who is a 
director of the 
national council 


for the prevention of war. A prel- 
ude and postlude were played by 
Esther Quick. Howard Wuerth was 
in charge of ushers.

MAY PLANT MILLION 


ACHES OF SORGHUMS 


A million acres of Nebraska 


farm land probably will be planted 
in so'rghum crops this year, Elvin 
P. 
Frolik, 
assistant 
extension 


agronomist at Nebraska agricul- 
tural college, predicted Sunday. 


One hundred percent more land 
.will be devoted to the crop than 
in the past four years, he said, 
.and the increase will result in less 
corn acreage, perhaps causing Ne- 
braska to lose its normal rank as 
second or third corn producing 
state in the nation. 
Land planted in sorghums dur- 
ing the past four years has aver- 
aged 530,750 acres—192,500 acres 
in grain types and 338,250 in for- 
age types. The proportion will re- 
maul about the same this year, 
the agronomist predicted. 
Frolik -recalled the first sharp 
increase in sorghums in Nebraska 
occurred in the drouth year of 
1934. For the ten years preceding, 
the harvested acreage totaled but 
186,200 acres as compared with 
the 530,750 acre annual average 
since 
then. Three factors 
are 
largely responsible . for this in- 
crease, 
he 
said—resistance 
to 
drouth and grasshoppers, and the 
original AAA program. Sorghums 
are a "camel crop," remaining 
dormant in dry weather and re- 
suming growth when there is suf- 
ficient water. They have been vir- 
tually untouched by grasshoppers 
in most fields where corn has been 
severely damaged.

TAKES 
APPEAL 


Objects to Injunction as to 


Land in Tri-County Area. 
Platte Valley Public Power dis- 
trict appealed to the 
supreme 
court Monday from an order o 
Judge Tewell that it must stop 
flooding lands of Roy Welsh unti 
t has acquired by proper pro- 
ceedings the right to overflow dam 
waters upon his holdings. Welsh 
asserted that construction of the 
district's dam had changed cli 
matic conditions and caused ic< 
jams that backed up waters on hi: 
lands. He asked for an injunction 
:o prevent 
additional 
damages 
The court gave him $1,000 fo: 
damage already suffered. 
Welsh claimed that the injunc^ 


tion was necessary because ho hac 
no adequate remedy at law, sinc< 
all property of the district i 
mortgaged and it had pledged 
earnings and income to the fed 
eral government. The district re 
torted that it had a fund set asid 
for payment of damages. It hac 
asked during the pendency of the 
case that it be dismissed because 
Welsh's lands were now containec 
in the Tri-County area, and h 
had an optional sale contract wit! 
that district. Refusal of the cour 
to dismiss on these grounds is on 
strongly urged in the appeal a 
erroneous. 


Judge Tewell held that the dis 
trict had the legal right to con 
struct and maintain the dam, bu 
that it had no right to maintain i 
in such a way as to overflow land 
owned and operated by farmers 
On appeal it is claimed that afte 
holding the company had a righ 
to maintain the dam, it was jncon 
sistent to order it not to do so 
The court held the testimon 
showed the damage would cer 
tamly be recurrent and intermit 
tent, and should be avoided fo 
the futuie.

The army has worked out plans

Yet exactly ten years 
ago, in March, 1928, one finds by

date, the Santa Clara river valley 
in 
California suffered 
a 
flood 


which took a toll of more than 
•150 lives. After it had 
subsided, 


near the close of March, the Los 
Anprclcs city council appropriated 
$1.000,000 to begin rehabilitation 
work. The collapse of a dam in 
this instance had caused the flood. 


NAVAL BATTLE. 


The "thrilling sea battle" on the 


Mediterranean between the Span- 
ish government fleet and that of 
the insurgents, was like a scene 
from a comic opera in some re- 
spects. The insurgent battle fleet 
was made up of eight ships, four 
of them cruisers. The government 
fleet was made up of two cruisers 
and a half dozen or more destroy- 
ers. 
The principal result of the 


battle was the sinking of the in- 
surgent cruiser, Baleares, a 10 000 
ton warship. 


The insurgents were intent upon 


enforcing their blockade of Medi- 
terranean ports when the govern- 
ment defenders set out »to inter- 
fere. A destroyer managed to hit 
the Baleares amidships with a tor- 
pedo and the huge vessel 
was 


shaken by a tremendous explosion 
and began to sink. 
Government 


planes strafed the ships of the 
insurgent fleet that attempted a 
rescue. 


There are several interesting" as- 


pects of the situation, aside from 
the fact that the loyalist fleet 
drove off the Insurgents. The part 
the British played was significant 
British destroyers 
were 
in the 


thick of the fight, not taking part 
in, the fighting, but rescuing in- 
surgent teamen. 
A British sea- 


man 
was 
killed 
and 
sevcra 


wounded. The British can have no 
complaint, however. They had no 
business in the vicinity. That they 
choose to aid the insurgents makes 
the responsibility theirs. 


The role played by the airplanes 


left some doubts in the minds o 
many. The planes were not at nl 
effective in this struggle. 
Only 


one air bomb is reported to hav< 
struck its target and that one wa 
aimed at the then sinking ship. 


One important factor 
in thi, 


contest which cannot be computec 
readily is the skill and traininj 
of the men involved. If the pilot; 
of the planes and^he crews of th< 
ships were all first rate perform 
ers, then the battle demonstrate 
the vulnerability of the biggc 
ships and the inefficiency of air 
planes in naval warware. 


It is impossible to draw tha 


conclusion from the facts at hand 
however. There is no way of ou 
knowing how efficient the plan 
pilots may have been, and no wa 
of testing the skill of the sailors 
The best that can be done no\ 
is to realize that the cruisers nr 
Vulnerable and that airplanes i 
attack arc sometimes very incff 
cient.

MANY OF my readers will re- 


call the days when going to a hos- 
pital was an experience greatly 
dreaded. Whenever possible, even in 
emergencies, most persons avoided 
the hospital. Fear of the "knife" 
was almost universal. 


Though this fear has pretty gen- 


erally disappeared, there are still 
all to many persons who delay 
needed operations past the most 
favorable time for them. 


Most surgeons will tell you thai 


almost every patient asks whether 
the operation is "serious". 
Very 


frequently I receive letters Inquir- 
ing as to the possibility of curing 
this, or that disorder by other 
means than operation. 


Delay Dangerous 


Many fail to realize that when 


an operation is really needed de- 
lay is dangerous. In all candor it 
must be admitted that attending 
every operation there is a certain 
amount of risk. But the risk is 
greatly increased and the danger 
is greater if the surgery is unduly 
delayed. A review of all the sta- 
tistics relating to operative proced- 
ure proves that most of the un- 
successful results can be traced to 
postponement of needed surgery. 


There are many disorders of the 


human mechanism that require 
surgical attention. 
By this is 


meant that cure is possible only 
through the means of operation. 
The most skeptical will admit that 
in some emergencies Immediate op- 
eration is absolutely essential. 


There are cases where even the 


delay of a few hours may determine 
the difference between quick and 
normal recovery on the one hand, 
and a stormy and prolonged experi- 
ence on the other. Early attention 
may actually be the determining 
factor in saving a life. 


New Methods 


A friend recently confided tn me 


that his greatest fear of an opera- 
tion was the dread o£ the anes- 
thetic. He knew only about the 
old-fashioned methods. He quickly 
lost his fear when I explained that 
now there are many methods avail- 
able for the production of anes- 
thesia. The type would be deter- 
mined upon by the skilled anes- 
thesist. He is a physician trained 
in this work and will only use the 
method most suitable for the In- 
dividual case. 


Few other branches of medicine 


have made the great strides that 
have been made in surgery. Most 
operations can now be performed 
without risk. If you are in need 
of an operation do not neglect it. 
There is little to fear. 
your doctor will explain the need 


of surgical procedure. It is for 
your good that you follow his in- 
structions to the letter. Postpone- 
ment merely adds to the dangers.

Kearney, Grand Island, Central 
City and others have taken "pre- 
liminary steps to protect them- 
selves," he added. "We have been 
informed that two of these cities
